THE QUARREL OF SENATOR PLUMB

Mr Biaine’s Real Place in the Politics of the Day—

WASHINGTON, January 10.—Mr. Defrees, the 
public printer, is out ina card to-day, in 
which he uses some severe and uncomplimen- 
tary language toward Senator Plumb, of 
Kansas, Itseems that during the holidays 
Mr. Defrees met Senator Plumb at the Fifth 
Avenue hotel in New York. In the course of 
the conversation between them Senator 
Piumb, according to Mr. Defrees, complained 
that hisstate had been badiy used by the de- 

_ partments and the government printlng of- 
five, and said that he had quit asking for 
places for his constituents. Mr. Defrees says 
that he replied that there were persons from 
Kansas employed in the government printing 
office; that like all other employes, they 
were subject to furlough when it became nec- 
essary to reduce the force, without regard to 
the state:'to which they belong. On the 5th 
instant an article appeared in the National 
tepublican, of this city, purporting to give 
the substance of this conversation, represent: 
ing that Mr. 


Defrees. approached Senator 
Plumb with obsequiousness, expressing his 
great pleasure at meetirg him: that Mr. 
Plumb seid: ‘“‘What’s the matter, old man?

Hegot it, and then the southern re- 
publicans pitched into me becanse they said 
Hunt did not suit them or was not the man 
they wanted. Some of them said 2 carpt- 
bagger ought ° xaot to have had 
the place, and that Hunter didn’t 
live south anyhow.

the Selemn Stillness of _ Impending Doom Takes 
Possession of the Prisoner—Judge Por 
ter’s Masterly Appeal for Justice, 


Wasnineton, January 10.—The court-room 
was densely crowded this morning whén 
Judge Cox made his appearance—the great 
majority being new-comers, as was evidenced 
by the general movement to catch a glimpse 
of the prisoner as he passed before them on 
his way to the dock. As Guiteau passed his 
brother he whispered to him, “‘Come over to 
the dock; I want to see you about something 
of great importance.” Taking his seat, the 
prisoner laid down a _ large bundle 
of papers, and spreading out his manuscript, 
busied himself looking it over. 
Judge Porter began his argument shortly 
after 10 o'clock, and at once fixed the atten- 
tion of every one in thecourtroom. Guiteau 
pretended to be engrossed in his manuscript, 
but soon laid it aside and listened with rapt 
attention. Nothing like it has been seen or 
heard during the past nine weeks in the Gui- 
teas trial. As Judge Porter rev ewed the con- 
duct of the prisoner and the conduct 
On, the part of his counsel, 
kis course iw the court, the crime in ail its 
triideous ugliness was held up tothe detesta- 
tion of his hearers. The silence became op- 
pressive, amd the presence of avenging justice 
in the mear future was suggested with the 
force of conviction that swept from the court 
room every vestige of that levity which has so 
long deaced attendance epon every utterance 
of the prisoner, and like a veil -ebscured from 
the cewsciousness of the spectatsrs the horrors 
of the crime and what should be the solem 
nity ef its judicial atesement The prisomer 
wineed and nervously twisted in his place,

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THE SWEETWATER TRAGEDY. 
_ Columbus Enquirer. 

Kyoxvitiz, January 7.—A special to the 
Tribune from Sweetwater brings intelligence 
of a terrible tragedy enacted there to-day. 
Thomas G. Boyd, mayor of Sweetwater, forty- 
two miles west of Knoxville, was shot and 
killed this morning about 11 o’clock, by his 
nephew, Joseph L. Boyd, son of Mrs. M. A. 
Boyd. Joseph L. yd and Alban A. 
Boyd have been engaged in business in 
Columbus, Georgia. he latter removed 
to Sweetwater and died very sud- 
denly, last Thursday morning. Joe Boyd 
came up to attend the funeral and wind -? 
Alban’s business. He had a conference wit 
Thomas Boyd this morning. Hot words 
passed. It seems that Thomas G. had acheck 
of Alban’s for $700, which the latter had re- 
fused to cash. Joe asked Thomas to receipt 
the check. which the latter refused to do. 
Joe insisted, when Tom said excitedly, ‘‘Do 
you insinuate that I would swindle my own 

rother?”’ He rose fram his chair atthe same 
time, when Joe Boyd drew a pistol and shot 
Thomas G. Boyd through the heart. As Tom 
fell Joe backed out of the room, discharging 
two more shots. 

The killing was done at the residence of 
Mrs. Alban A. Boyd, in the presence of this 
lady and one other witness. Joe Boyd imme- 
diately surrendered himself to the authori- 
ties. Thomas Boyd was the noterious pension 
agent, who was convicted of bringing fraudu- 
lent claims against the government several 
years ago. Pending his trial he fled to Cana- 
da, after having burned the dead body of a 
negro in a brush heap, intending to leave the 
impression that himself had been murdered. 
He was discovered, captured, convicted and 
served four years in the penitentiary at Nash- 
ville. Since then he has been a good citizen, 
winning the respect of the people of Sweet- 
water, and doing a prosperous business. 
To prevent his property from falling 
into the hands of the govern- 
ment, he transferred it to a nephew, 
who died while Tom was in the penitentiary. 
Tom brought suit against the estate and re- 
cently regained the property, leaving his rel- 
ative s family penniless. This is supposed to 
have been the real cause of Joseph L. Boyd’s 
feelitg against his uncle, and prompted the 
murder he committed this morning. 

The above dispatch from the .American 
shows that the surmises of the Enquirer-Sun 
as to the cause which led to the unfortunate 
killing, was correct. <A letterreceived in this 
city yesterday, from a sister of Joe Boyd, 
states that the killing was done in self-des 
fense, and that Joe’s friends entertain no un- 
easiness about the result of the trial. They 
believe that it will be shown that he took the 
life of Thomas Boyd to save his own, as he 
was advancing on him with an uplifted chair, 

The trial will probably take place to-day or 
to-morrow. Mr. Peabody, of the firm of Pea- 
body & Brannon, of this city, will conduct 
the case for the defense. 

RAILROAD CHANGES IN FLORIDA. 
Florida Times. 


The following communication from Sir Ed- 
ward J. Reed was received at the Times office 
last night, and will be read With keen interest. 
It speaks for itself, and needs no comment: 

Sir Edward J. Reed presents his: compli- 
ments to the editor and begs leave to request 
him to be good enough to state in his next 
issue that there is no truth whatever in the 
rumor that the different consolidated boards 
of the Florida railways, with which he 
is connected, have been arranged 
and the ofticers thereof appointed. As 
regards the Florida Central and Jack- 
sonville, Pensacola and Mobile railroads, the 
question of their consolidation, which will 
probably take place shortly, is now under 
consideration, but so far as the board of man- 
agers of the united roads is concerned, all 
that at present can be stated with truth and 
authority is that by the desire of all parties 
concerned, Sir Edward Reed has consented to 
become the president. No other directors 
and no officers whatever of the united com- 
panies have been appointed; and as every 
man of business must be aware. the consoll- 
dation of the roads requires both careful con- 
sideration and some little time—measured, at 
least, by weeks. 

As regards the Transit road, the Peninsula 
and the Tropical roads, the same remarks 
apply. Their consolidation into a single sys- 
tem is contemplated and is under careful con- 
sideration, ond will be ot forward as 
much as itis found possible, but up to the 
present moment, the constitution of the three 
companies remains separate. In_ this case, 
also, Sir Edward Reed is eventually to become 
chairman of the'‘combined roads, and all 
statements as to the composition of the fu- 
ture board of the- united roads, and of the 
Officers who will be employed by the 
board are premature and unauthorized. 

It is perfectly true that the board of the 
Florida central railroad (which road has now 
passed fer a time into the hands of Sir Ed- 
ward Reed only) and_ the boards of the Tran- 
sit, Peninsula and Tropical railroads, have 
each been lately considerably modified, but 
the modifications affect in each case the or- 
ganization of the individual road only, and 
have little or nothing to do with any future 
boards which may be formed for the manage- 
ment of the roads when they are consolidated. 

It may be interesting and even useful for 
Sir Edward Reed to state that, in so far as his 
influence goes and that of his friends, it will 
be exerted in favor of increasing the public 
accommodation by running the various main 
lines of the state in the best possible relation- 
ship, with through carriages and tickets and 
other conveniences, wherever a due regard to 
the business success of the roads will allow. 
Nothing will be done or.sanctioned which has 
for its object anything oter than business 
success and public convenience, and it is in 
that spirit that the roads will hereafter be 
managed. 

Sir Edward Reed does not doubt that the 
public of the state of Flerida will regard the 
new developments, which are in contempla- 
tion, with patience and confidence, and in 
the meantime disregard all rumors that con- 
flict with these objects; and Sir Edward Reed 
is able tosay that the views above expressed, 
as to the tuture management of the roads, are 
heartily sympathized with by all those who 
are now engaged in providing for such con- 
solidations as may be found desirable.

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AN AMERICAN POLICY. 

Some of the London journals—particularly 
those which are inclined to forget that there 
is such a country as the United States until 
their attention is called to the fact by the delib- 
erate snobbery of some of our metropolitan 
contemporaries—are still fretting Over Mr. 

slaine’s brief, but vigorous elaboration of the 
American policy in relation to the Isthmian 
canal. The gist of the whole matter is about 
this—who and what is America thut she 
should have a policy in connection with a 
proposed canal across the Isthmus? Why 
should the former colonies of the British em- 
pire have a foreign policy? It is not at al! 
surprising that the views of these London 
journals should find a feeble echoin this coun- 
try. Cockneyism has its echo here, and there 
are apes and manikins, male and female, all 
over the north that make it a point to import 
the bad manners of the London jo:keys, 
hostlers and stable boys. It is not surprising, 
therefore, that these elements in and ott of 
politics should have their inanity aroused 
by Mr. Blaine’s manly dispatches. On the 
other hand, there is a disposition on the part 
of Mr. Blaine’s personal friends to make 
rather too much of his connection with the 
announcement of the American policy. It is 
fortunate, to be sure, that a man of ability 
and spirit—a representative American—was 
in the state department When it became ne- 
cessary for this country to make known its 
purpose in connection with the proposed 
canal, but the time had arrived for the an- 
nouncement of the policy, and it would have 
been formulated, if not by the state depart- 
ment, by the people themselves. That Mr. 
Blaine had the tact and foresight to formulate 
this policy is infinitely to his credit, but he is 
no more responsible for its enunciation than 
he is forthe popular manifestations of grief 
when President Garfeld was stricken by the 
bullet of the assassin. We refer to this 
for the reason that the feeble criti- 
cism of Mr. Blaine’s dispatches, which 
is not based on a certain indescribable species 
of flunkeyism which has its headquarters in 
New York, proceeds upon the supposition that 
the policy is the invention of Mr. Blaine, 
whereas Mr. Blaine’s connection with itis a 
mere incident. 

It is preposterous to suppose that the United 
States should not have a policy of its own in 
connection with the proposed canal, and its 
results and possibilities. That policy is not 
to pfevent its completion by foreign capital, 
nor to seize it after it is completed, but to ex- 
ercise such control over it as will best sub- 
serve the safety of American interests at 
home and abroad. Even the New York Her- 
ald, after making a silly fling at Mr. Blaine, 
concedes the necessity and wisdom of the 
American policy. We have no doubt that 
our esteemed northern contemporaries will 
have little patience with the idea that pro- 
vincials, barbarians, and sometime traitors 
and (to quote from the 
horn-book of Mr. Blaine’s organ, 
the Tribune) should take an interest in ques- 
tions of this sort; but, somehow or other, of 
late days when the Eagle-bird begins to flutter 
restlessly on his roost, we feel a sympathetic 
shaking ip) our limbs. This shaking generally 
comes on when we read in our esteemed 
northern and eastern contemporaries com- 
ments upon the canal question which are not 
only un-American, but positively silly. 

The London Daily News says ‘‘it is a dream 
“beyond the domain of practical politics that 
“England should become a party to any agree- 
“ment yielding the Panama canal into Amer- 
‘ican hands and acknowledging the suzerain- 
‘ty of the United States of the entire western 
‘hemisphere.’ In point of fact, no one 
desires England to become a party to any 
agreement ‘‘yielding the Panama canal into 
“American hands,”’ The United States 
simply propose to control the results and 
possibilities of the canal, in conformity 
with her own interests, and_ this 
control will be exercised as a matterof course 
and not as the result of any ‘‘agreement’’ with 
England. The only possible interest that 
England can have in the results of the canal

‘is in the direction of peace, and the best pos- 


sible guarantee of peace is that these results 
should be in the control of a government that 
is seeking territorial aggrandizement. The 
United States are directly interested in main- 
taining peace, and, in addition to this, they 
have their own special interests to look after. 
The Daily News and its feeble echoes in this 
country proceed upon the assumption that it 
is the American policy to lean upon the 
bosom of England, and it is taken for granted 
thatthe latter government has already secured 
control of the canal. AJl this is silly—too 
silly, indeed, tochallenge dignified discussion. 
For our part, speaking from the standpoint of 
provinciais, barbarians and sometime traitors 
and assassins, we must insist that the United 
States have a definite policy in con- 
nection with the Panama canal wholly disas- 
sociated from any real or imaginary interest 
of England—that this policy involves the con- 
trol of the results of that project—and that 
Mr, Blaine has aptly and brilliantly interpre- 
ted the public sentiment of the country in 
this matter. :

Houghton, Mifflin & Co., will also issue Principal 
Shairp’s new volume of Oxford literature ** Aspects 
of Poetry,’’ anda full index to Hawthorne's 
works. This last will be in two forms, to match 
the ‘Little Classic’ edition and the ‘‘Library.’’

CHINESE DECAPITATION. 


The Fate of a Yeung Pigta'l Who Fell in Leve. 

New Haven, January 10.—Among the Chi- 
nese students who came to this country to ob- 
tain an education were two bright boys 
named Chin Chin Yateb and Chin Chin Chan, 
whe came to this city. They were brothers, 
and entered the Hopkins grammar school, 
where they made goed progress in preparation 
for Yale college. While in this city they 
bearded in the family of Mr. Vester, No. 59 
Kensington street. When the students in this 


country were recalled by the orders of the 
Chinese government last May the 
two brothers left for Hartford, 
where they learned the telegraph 
business, and fater on returned to China. 
During their nsidence on Kensington street, 
Chan became interested in a young lady 
named Sherman, living near by. This fancy 
was strongly opposed on the part ef Miss 


4 Sherman’s friemds, butChan’s attentions were 


continued, and were only interrupted by the 
departure of the young celestial. The ac- 
quaintance was kept alive, however, and 
Chan has cerresponded with the Jdady ever 
since. The principal reasen for recalling 
the Chinese students was the fear, on the 
part of the authorities, that they were be- 
coming thoreughly Americanized, and that 
they would naarry Americaz wives. They were 
here at goverament expense, the object being 
to have them return to their native country 
with power to introduce American civiliza- 
tion. Advices received here state that Chan's 
persistence im his devotivg to Mies Sherman 
coming to the knowledge ef the Chinese au- 
thorities, the ‘young man was condem@ed to 
death, and, ascording to Chinese customs, was 
beheaded in Hong Kong. 

Another instance, showing the narrowness 
of the policy of the Chinese government, is 
the fact that a young Chinaman now living 
in the family of the late Dr Bacon, having 
become convesited to Christianity, was advised 
by the Chinese commissiower at Hartfort to 
remain in this country, ag his return to his 
native country would be the signal of his 
death. He therefore remains in this country 
and will study forthe ministry. Ove of the 
latest labors of Dr. Bacon was in arranging 
for the young man’s education. | 
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OUR GROWING AGRICULTURE, 


Assembling of the 4.gricultural Cenvention ir Wash- 
ington. 

W asHINGTON, January 10.—In pursuance of 
a call for a convertion issued in July lest by 
the commissioner @f agricultwre to the agri- 
cultural societies and colleges of the Ueited 
States, ene hundred and fifty delegates from 
eighteen states andthe Indian Territory as- 
semmbled in the library of the department of 
agriculture this morning. 

“The convention -was called to order at #1 
o'clock by Mr. Loring, commissioner of agri- 
culture, who stated the objects of the call and 
submitted a programme for the government 
of the proceedings. 

The programme was adopted and a perma- 
nent organization effected by the election of 
Mr. Loring as chairman, and Henry FE. Al 
vord, of New York, as secretary of the first 
convention, and a vice-president from each 
state. The usual committees were appointed, 
and topies selected for discussion by the first 
conventien, colleges and agricultural soecie- 
ties, and those questions which belong to 
agriculiural education and the organization 
of schools, colleges and associations. 

Under the pregranmme two days will be 
devoted to each subject. The discussion 
was opened by Mr. George H. Cook, of New 
York, who read a paper entitled *‘Agriculta- 
ral edueation.”” At the conclusion of the
